In France in 1918 





Proud as he is to have receiv- 
ed the citation conferring upon 
him the medal of the Purple 
Heart for wounds received un- 
der fire on October 5, 1918, in 
World War 1, and which came 
into his possession only yester- 
dey, Vivian C. Harter, 433 North 
Ninth avenue, hopes that this © 
week’s heroes of Dieppe will not 
have to wait 24‘ years before 
they receive the medals they so 
richly deserve!

“Commanding General, Ser- 
vice of Supply, directs that a 
Purple Heart, engraved with 
the name of the recipient, be is- 
sued to Vivian C. Harter, on ac- 
count of wound received in ac- 
tion October 5, 1918.”

He reported only one serious 
violation of the order, which he 
said was rectified immediately, 
and had occurred only because 
of a misunderstanding as to the 
regulation governing the display 
of neon window signs.
